Under such cirounistancea It is per- 


haps worth while for tha buaine-ss 
man of (.inoonta, utid whoever desiros 
that the city shall grow and prosper, 
to take into consideration certain self- 
evident facts, one of which la that 
there are practically no houses to be 
secured now ^in tho city, another that 
local industries depend on ability to 
secure workmen, and a third that how 
corporations, which the city is always 
looking for, cannol bo expected under 
such conditions to develop. If, there- 
lore, the town Is to see a steady in- 
crcaS* In population, there must bo 
houses as an antecedent both to lurth-- 
er development of present industries 
and to tliu establishment o£ nev onfs. 


The question is without d uht a 


serious one, perhaps no worse in Uiie- 
onta. than elsewhere, but in any case 
o£ Importance enough to demand con- 
sideration, and it is, moreover, not en- 
tirely one-sided. While theie has been 
advance o£ rents in Unaonta. thvy have 
not in general been so great r.s to justi- 
fy a charge o£ profiteering, particular- 
ly when increase of sales values, and 
of expenditures for maintenance are 
taken ii to account. The general com- 
plaint has been, not that rents were 
extortionate, but that houses could 
not be had, and appeals to owners of 
vacant realty to build for • -ntal pur- 
poses have been met by the not unjus- 
tifiable reply from a tinancial stand- 
point, that the present prices for labor, 
and for all kinds cf materials, added 
to the fact thai it Is practically im- 
possible to secure even suc'i common, 
arid formerly cheap things as shingles, 
lath and nails," do not justify building 
at this time. 


The appeal, if made, therefore, can- 


not be to capitalists or bullderp from 
the mere standpoint of profits to be 
received. I'.runer it is to the public 
spirit o£ men able and willing to risk 
a little something, or at least to forego 
any considerable immediate profit for 
the good o! the community. By such 
inen. it has been suggested, a plot of 
ground, not too remote, could be se- 
cured and houses, not large, but, if the 
term nowadays is permissible at all, 
inexpensive, could be built. The im- 
mediate investment beyond the land 
itself does not need to b-- large, since 
•with money as plentiful as now !t is, 
there would b<> no difficulty in securing 
lunds on loans upon tha houses as 
crectc'1.. 


Whether this plan will make a K--n- 


sral appeal, one cannot know until it 
5s at least presented and tried out. At 
any rate it deserves consideration, and 
perhaps from, the standpoint of main- 
taining the values of present Invest- 
nents. If from the lack of homes men
